M. Miliukoff continued: The pro- 
Dems we nre going to solve consist 
of the re-establishment of a power 
capable of obtaining victory. The 
great crime of the late Government 
was throwing the country into com- 
plete disorganisation and subjecting 
it to the hardest trials. This might 
have dangerously affected the issue 
of the war. An increase of popular 
discontent caused ihe revolution, 
which has been the shortest and 
most bloodless in history. It has 
enabled the Government to regain 
confidence. The Government's 
strength will increnae popular en- 
thusiasm and multiply the national 
forees, enabling ue at length to win 
the war, The Duma is the centre 
of an enormous moral force, and also 
now has to supply the army. Every 
hour brings news witnessing the 
continual growth of power derived 
by the forces of national representa- 
tion,
